» Shades In the Sea 


Although it is’ common definition to 
call anything sea gréen, most people 
hesitate: between blue and sea green 
when asked to say the color of sea- 
water. Asa matter of fact. the 
quantities of blue and nm. sea water 
ere pretty equally divided. By na- 
ture greed, sea-water grows blue ac- 

cording to the saltness of it. 

Thus, the Arctic waters are as green 
asthe grass ‘of-Ireland, while the At- 
lantic 4s. decidedly blue—though not 
as.blue as. the. Mediterranean Sea, 
which resetves practically no’ fresh 
water at all, Beyond blue and green 
it 5 no unknown thing for sea-water: 
to be otherwise colored. Frequently 
stretches of the sea will turn. a rad- 
iant snow-white, and no scientist yet 
has been abi~> to give a reason for it. 

Equally unsatisfactory are the rea- 
sons. given for the stidden changing 
of sea-water to an inky-black shade, 
as happened a few years ago in the 
Bay of Santa Cruz. Red and yellow 
sea-water is comparatively well 
known through the Chinese Yellow 
Sea and the Red Sea, ; 

Various interesting reasons are 
given. for the waters being such col- 
ors, but scientifically the shades are 
declared to be due entirely to pecul- 
iar vegetable growths beneath the re- 
spective waters. 

* sHate and Heat ° 

That a hat is cooler in hot weather 
than no fat at all, is somewhat para- 
doxical. Yet it is perfectly true. 

Recentiy. an enterprising gentleman 
experimented with different headgear

EFORE Canadian towns and cities ean borrow anything

BBING IMPAIRED Montreal and Vancouver have had

than that of any other in Canada. This failure to procure 
money in England has produced a noticeable result on smaller 
town: and cities, and at the same time shown itself in the 
character of loans to varions municipalities. That the money 
matket is tight, it does not require a financier to prove, 
Canadian money lenders have followed in the wake of Knglish 
brokers and refuse to accept anything, unless at an interest 
much higher than that to whTeh these cities have been accus- 
tomed. 

Public improyements in Canada are not of the nature, whieh 
ean be considered permanent. In the course of a very few 
years the amount of the loan is exhausted perhaps: more than 
a few timés, in maintaining, tearing up and building ‘nnew. 
No provision is made for the future, with the result that con- 
stant demands are made on the money markets of the world, 
on whom dependence is placed for municipal improvements.

Better Than Usual 
The. Scottish deer stalking pros- 
pects for the coming summer are

In all districts without exception 
the red deer ate more numerous than 
their average numbers during the 
past three years. For one thing 
there have .been fewer deaths this 
year than fu. some yearg back. The 
past winter ana spring have been all 
too mild to please the older race of 
keepers, who are never satisfied un- 
less the deer have to pass through a 
winter of prolonged hardships—weeks 
cof hard snow-covered hillsides. 

Such conditions, they hold, thin out 
all the weaklings in the herds, leav- 
ing only the vigorous stags and hinds 
to carry on the best traditions of the 
Highiand forests. As a result of 
the milder conditfons of the past win- 
ter and sprin; all sorts and condit- 
fons of both stags and ‘hinds are now 
to be seen in the corries, which today 
earry—it is generally allowed—more 
red deer than ever before. In the 
circumstances there is scarcely a for- 
est in the three northmost counties 
which woul not be vastly bettered 
by quite a wholesale removal of 
heads and haunches during the com- 
ing, autumn, 4 hes 

In all the Balmoral corries. the red 
deer are in excellent condition and 
the best of sport is promised for the 
coming season, during which the 
King is to have a full round of sport 
in the Aberdeenshire corries.

Hot-Weather Housewifery

The soap should be shredded into a 
basin, and allowed to melt until clear 
of lumps.
